H his father was 
made a citizen while the Governor was 
under '11 there is no question an to his 
title lo citizenship, but if the elder 
AHficld wailed until his son was over 21 
before taking out his papers then the 
title of the Governor to citizenship ig 
badly clouded.

KAN FKASCISOO, June 28. — One of tho 
lost atrocious murders ever committed 
n this city occurred at an early hour 
Vednesday morning, tho full details of 
'Inch did not become known until lo- 
ight, and are too revolting to admit of 
xtended mention. 
The victim was a woman, Mrs. Kate 
JreiTes, wife of a reporter employed on 
ne of the local papers, and her mur- 
erer was Martin O'Neill, foreman of 
ie galvanizing department at IheUnlun 
ron works. 


The woman was found in a dying con- 
itioa in the private room of n saloon on 
i<3 harbor front early this morning and 
ied while being removed to the bos- 
itul. 
It was known that O'Neill bad been 
i the sjtloon with her, and he was ac- 
:ordingly arrested, though it was ;o- 
ievetl for some time that the woman 
iad died from natural causes, as no 
nirks of violence were found upon her 
ntil the autopsy was held later in t io 


It was discovered then that a wooden 


laiullu attached to a bouquet of llowers 
iad been thrust into her body and bent 
id twisted until a great gash had been 
orn in the llesh ami her internal or- 
;ans maltreated in a most horrible 
mumer, and parts of the boijuet were 
ound imbedded in her stomach.
